March of the understanding agreed upon 
March 17lb between .Russia and England.

tbey then respectively occupied until some 
subsequent sgreement about demarcation of 
the Af^h»n frontier could be reached between 
the two governtuetiis. TUB battle on the 
Ku3b.lt w« foaght there several dajs after 
General Kom>roff had boon made aware of 
the agreement to not adv-nce. Mr. Gladstone 
being ««ked it the government had protested 
•galnat the recent occupation of Pendjeh by 
General Komaruff and his establishment of a 
Kusslsn administration there, answered that 
the government bad not yet made either oc- 
currence a subject of official communication 
with BuaMtt. The government was awaiting 
further information, the premier said, con- 
cerning those events, 


Confirming Gladstone said: We asked Sir 


Peter .Lumsden for a full «od consecutive 
account of the events of the SOth of March 
(the day the battle at the Kimbfc w« fought). 
A telegram from him has arrived since we 
sent cur request. This dl»i*tcn Is dated 
Tlrpnl, April 18th. It is In cipher and is 
now being deciphered. We shall be unable 
to cay anything further upon this branch 
of

Is fully deciphered. The fact that the Hus- 
sion commander w»s aware oWhe agreement 
ot the. 17th of March before tbV SOth of March 
•nd the qucctlon •* to whether or not be act- 
ed upon instructions OT conUary to Instruc- 
tions concerning that n»iccment would foiui 
toe subject ot future communications b#- 
twaen the government and Kussla. In regard 
to the reported establishment by the Russians 
of >n administration at Pendjeh, the govern- 
ment knew nothing officially and must await 
fuller Infoi'vatlon.

government will* on Monday or Tuesday next, 
art the liouae to unction a vote of credit.

Through the region thus cleared of 
clouds, we could see the ruddy light from the 
glowing surface within. So long as the forces 
at work below drove the clouds away from 
this region, the spot remained, retaining alike 
Its color nnd its singularly regular form. This 
lasted for more than five years, after which, 
though the spot did not disappear, yet Iflostlts 
lustre, while the Irregularity of its shape 
showed that the vaporous ni»'9es flung up 
from below were no longer able to drive 
away as before the cloud masses which were 
endeavoring (so to speak) (a return to the 
region from which they Imd boon driven

A Oi«*t Planet.

Jupiter is now the most conspicuous e'*r 


in the evening sky, and being in opposition to 
the sun, appears In his bust estate for obser- 
vers upon (he earth, 'llie largest ot tbe 
company of planets, ho is also the soundest, 
according to Piofessor Proctor, the. age of 
planets being "reckoned pot from dates of 
birth, but in degrees of advancement from 
tbe nebulous, g^eons condition. There is a 
period ot preparation, a period of youth, a 
period of maturity, ft period of age and de- 
cline, and finally there comes tbe end of life. 
The s'*ges ot an orb's life may be de- 
scribed as, in tbe main, stages of cooling. 
We see that tbe giant planets, for exam- 
ple, being very much smaller than the 
sun, must have much shorter lives. The sun 
exceeds Jupiter one thousand and forty-seven 
times in mass, and Saturn Is less than a third 
even of Jupiter. It ts clear that, even ginntr 
tng tbe suu a start of millions of years of oib 
life as compared wllb these giant members of 
his family, he wouid still be' very much 
younger than they are In development. 
We 


understand, in fact, how It is that, whereas, 
he Is In tbe eunlilie or g'nwlng vaporous 
Bta^e, they no longer have tbe sunliko aspect. 
]Jut on the other band, they efceed our earth 
so enoiuioujly, both (n size aud in ru i9b, 
that by partly of reasoning the ought 
to 
be very 
much -older 
than 
they 


are (In development always, 1 mean, 
not in years), Jupiter exceeds her tlnce 
hundred «nd ten times. Saturn exceeds her 
ninety se\en times In mass, and such dlller- 
ences as these Imply not only mere dttfert-nc« 
In degree, but In kind. Jupiter and Saturn 
roust not only IM more youthful than tftd 
earth, but In a different singe of otb life alto- 
gether. We may s»> Ui.1t th«y mtist be In a 
sttgfl intermediate between the nun life and 
the earth life; they may be expected to ebow

TLe Emperor Alexander HI. of Russia Is 


the eldest sou ot Ales»nder )i. Ho was born 
on March 10, 1845. Uis mother was the 
Princess Maria, daughter of the late Grand 
l>uke of Kesie Diimstadt. lie was thor- 
oughly educated in the universities ot bls< 
native country. 
Tn 1866 he married the 
Princess M»tla Dagiuar, fourth child of 
Christian 1\". King ot Denmark, and sister of 
the Princess of Wales- Later, in the year 
1874, Queen Victoria's second eon, the Uuke 
of Edinburgh, was married to the Grand 
Dncboos Marie of Bussia, only daughter ot 
the Emperor Alexander II, aud sister of tbe 
present Ccw. The heads ot the two govern- 
ments which at this time scorn on tbe eve of 
war are thus closely related, a matter which 
as history demonstrates again and again, Is 
of little importunes as compared with ques- 
tions of policy aud national sggiandizenient.

When on March 13th, 1881, Alexander (J 


was assassinated by tbe nihilists tbe subject 
of this sketch became c?«r. He lived In re- 
tirement until tbe day ot his coronation at 
Moscow, M»y 27tb, 1888. This n« an event 
of unprecedented splendor, even in Russia. 
The emperor, in striking conliaat with his 
previous timidity, manifested »ie»t confidence 
In bis people, and since tbat time h»« evident- 
ly boon less fearful ot personal harm from 
tbe nihilists than he was previously. He 
still travels with the pomp and eteumstunce 
and precaution surprising to the citizens of a 
countrj which elects ita ruler and shakes 
hands with him much at their own pleasure. 


The relgo of Al«*ander I1L has been un- 


eventful so far. Contrary to general expec- 
tation he has cultivated friendly relations to- 
ward Germany. His Mgresslve policy In Cen- 
tral Asia, which has added millions of square 
miles to tbe teiiltory of the empire, has Jed 
to the present serious trouble with England. 
Should it be shown tbat the possessions of 
England's ally, Afghanis!»n, have bonn vio- 
lated by Russian armies, acting undst dlrec-, 
tion from St, Petersburg, war between tbe 
United Kingdom and Rnasia would be inev- 
itable,

government Is that of an autocrat, whether 
war with England would bring about an at- 
tempt at revolution in Russia, Is a mere mat- 
ter of conjecture. Judging from the tone of 
tbe EnfSlan press and tbe aggressive spirit of 
the military party, tbe Expectation Is that on 
tbe contrary, popular disaffection would be 
overwhelmed by patriotism and loyalty.
